THE C. N. R. DECIDE TO OFFER 
FACILITIES TO ALL 
CANADIANS 
Winnipeg—Extension of the facil- 
ities of its land settlement organi- 
zation to all Canadians, particularly 
those of the large centres of popula- 
tion who desire farm locations, will 
be made by the colonization depart- 
ment of the Canadian National Rail- 
ways, according to an announcement 
made in Montreal by Dr. W. J. Black 
director of colonization and agricul- 

ture for the system. 

The announcement was made fol- 
lowing the conference of colonization 
officials of the company from over 
seas and at home, which has been in 
progress at the head offices this 
week, 

It developed during the conference 
that the first efforts of the com- 
pany’s land settlement service to ex- 
tend it’s facilities to Canadians had 
been successful during the past sum- 
mer and several young Canadians 
had found locations. 

The service will be open to all Can- 
adians who desire to avail them- 
Selves of it. During the past two or 
three years the land settlement or- 
ganization of the company has been 
successful in settling nearly 2,000,000 
ecres of mew land in the territory in 
Western Canada served by the Na- 
tional lines.

OTTAWA—Radio broadcasting in 
Canada should be controlled by a gov 
ernmcnt-owned company. That is the 
affect of the chief recommendation 
of the royal commission which. today 
presented its report to Hon. P. J. A. 
Cardin, minister of marine and fisa- 

eries. 

The company would have some- 
what similar relations to the Domin- 
lon government as the Canadian Nat- 
ional Railways has, but would be dis- 
tinct from that organization. It 
would have twelve members, three 
representing more particularly the 
Dominion government, and one rep- 
resenting each of the provincial gov 
ernments. The members of the com- 
mission were Sir John Aird, Toronto, 
coairman; Charles A. Bowman, Ot- 
tawa, and Dr. Augustin Frigon, Mon- 
treal. 

The recommendations provide that 
the tasks of supplying the program- 
mes would fall upon the provincial 
representatives of the company. ‘ 

The present ownens of the broad- 
casting stations would be reasonably 
iecompensed when their plants were 
taken over or dismantled. The expen~ 
diture necessary for the operation 
and maintenance of the, service 
should be met by license fees, rental 
of time on station for programmes 
omploying indirect advertising and a 
subsidy from the Dominion goverm- 
ment. :

OTTAWA—Waste gas of the Tur 
Valley, near Calgary, which is 
burned every day to the extent of 
millions of cubic feet has been receiv 
ing the attention of an associated 
committee of the National Research 
Council who hold their first meeting 
and present their findings at Edmon- 
ton on October 7 in connection with 
the Canadian Institute of Mining and

AGE INCIDENCE 
OF TUBERCULOSIS 


The importance of protecting 
young children against tuberculosis 
has been frequent ylpointed out. Per 
haps because of this, if we may jud- 
ge from the opinion expressed by var 
ious people, quite a number of adults 
are under the. impression that they 
need not take any particular care, 
and that when they pass the fortieth 
year they run no further danger of 
incurring tuberculosis. In order to 
correct this false idea, we are giving 
the age of death for this disease in 
Canada, in the year, 1926:- 

Under l'year - 233. 

1 to 4 yeans — 443 

5 to 9 years — 236 

10 to 14 years — 386 

15 to 19 years — 859 

20 to 29 years — 1,970 

30 to 39 yearns — 1,428

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40 to 49 years — 4,011 

50 to 59 years — 530 

60 to 69 years — 450 . 

70 years and over — 278 

From these figures it will be ev- 
ident -that while tuberculosis takes 
‘ite chief toll @uring early aduit life, 
causing a high percentage of all 
deaths from 20 to 40 years of age, it 
is not by any means; eo to any 
period of life. 

A lange percentage of all people 
take into their bodies, some time dur 
ing their lives, the germ of tubercu- 
josis, In most cases, these germs are 
held at bay and the disease never ac- 
jually develops. The germs‘ are there 
however, and are a constant threat. 
They are most apt to get their chance 
to cause disease if the body is weak- 
‘ened through the attack of some dis- 
ease such as influcnza or even & 
common cold or diseased teeth .Over 
fatigue, worry and exposure also low 
er the resistance of the body. If ad- 
ditional heavy doses of tuberculosis 
are taken in, they may cause actual 
cisease at any age. 

For all these reasons it is evident 
that, throughout life, care should be 
taken to keep the body fit and to a- 
void infection. :

PLANTING TULIPS 
By Wm. Godfrey, 


Dominion Experimental Station

The correct time to plant tulips 
is when the bulbs are ripe, the ground 
in conditon, and the bulbs to hand, 

which 6n the Prairies may be any 

time between August and freeze-up 

However as in garden practice the 

position reserved for tulips is usually 

eccupied by. summer-flowering planits 
the operation has to be deferred until 
these are frozen or out of bloom, 
which in general is in October. At this 
time some well decayed manure 
should be dug in to supply the food 
requirements of the bulbs and the 
succeeding summer crop of flowers. 

The garden tulip has many forms 
each of which has characters requir 
ing consideration when planting but 
for the purpose of this article a brief 
reference to the three most popular 
namely, the Early Single, Early 

Double, and the Darwin, must suffice 

Tt must be asserted that the tulip is 


most effective when in masses of dis ff 
tinct colors so that flower beds and |} 


small borders should be planted with 
one or at the most two conitrasted or 
blended colors.

HANDLING THE FALL LITTER 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


Experimental evidence at the Dom 
inion Experimental Statioin, Lacombe 
indicates that fall litters can be rais 
ed successfully providing certain prin 
ciples of breeding, feeding and hous- 
ing are followed. 7 

For good results, fall litters should 
all be farrowed uot later than Sep- 
tember 15 so as to have the pigs well 
developed and able to stand the cold 
weather by November. In order to 
have the pigs born from the first to 
the fifteenth of September the sow 
must be bred between May 10 and 25 
If she js to wean her spring litter be- 
fore being bred sne must farrow dur- 
ing the latter part of March or early 
in April. A sow which is to raise a 
fall as well as a spring litter must 
work harder than the sow raising 
but one jitter during fhe year and 
should be particularily well fed after 
weaning to get her on the up-grade 
again before breeding her. In many 
czses, fall litters are small ang weak, 
simply due to breeding the sow, too 
soon, or when in too thin condition. 

In formulating vations for fall pigs 
it is well to remember that the fall 
pig will not have the run of a green 
pasture to help balance his ration 
and unless the ration is well balanced 
fur him, gains are iikely to be slow 
and comparatively expensive. Skim- 
milk and butter-milk when fed in 
sufficient volume adequately balance 
the grain ration fer fall pigs but 
when these are lacking ttankage ranks 
very high as a substitute feed and, if 
used, should make up about five to 
eight percent of the ration. Alfalfa 
end sweet clover hay or roots may be 
ted with very good resylts. Middlings 
or finely ground oats will be the best 
ineals on which to start the young 
pigs. The newly weaned pigs should 
be fed at least three times a day for 
the first month after weaning. The 
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(een object at this time should be to 
keep the pig growing and prevent any 
| set-back. When pigs average about 
sixty pounds, the middlings may be 
eliminated from the ration and bar- 
ley or frosted wheet added in small 
| quantities, gradually increasing the 
| Proportion, until, about the time the 
Logs are ready for market, they are 
receiving three parts of barley or 
wheat to one of oats. . 

At Lacombe, beneficial results hes 
been secured from allowing fall pigs 
constant access, from a box or self- 
feeder, to a mineral mixture consis- 
ting of 76 pounds slacked coal, 20 
pounds salt, 3 pounds air-slacked 
lime and one pound of sylphur. The 
hogs will take only sufficient of this
